Interstate relations have 
been aggravated In many arsas, 
Besides, the arsenal of the tools 
of neocolonlal ' pressure oh de< 


veloplng nations now Includes 
the practice ol state terrorism. 

For example, the US administ- 
ration has formally declared Its 
Intention lo resort to armed In- 
terference everywhere it thinks 
US Inlaresfs are being threaten- 
ed. It Is thus boosting Its "rapid 
deployment force" and allocat- 
ing more funds to the CIA lor 
covert and "semlmllltary ac- 
tions” so as to weaken the gov- 
ernments ot nations "unfriendly" 
to the USA, destabilize their eco- 
nomies and domestic affairs. 
Victims of potential Interference 
have also been designated, 
among which are several devel- 
oping nations. New camps are 
being set up (or training terror- 
ists and special "Instructions" 
and "manuals” are being pre* 
pared for them. 

Economic neocolonialism, too, 
appears very damaging to the 
"third world". A rapert by UN 
Socrefary-Oaneral Perea de 
Cuellar published tale Novem- 
ber of progress made In the Im- 
plementation of the Chapter ot 
economic . rights end obligation! 
ol state!, passed by ihe UN a 
decade age, stresses that the 
goals bf the Charter were not 
achieved due .to the pollrt «f 
the protectionism practised by 


Browbeating the allies with 
the mythical "Soviet threat”, 
and the danger of NATO's lag 
lit the military sphere, Rogers 
distorted the gist of the prob- 
lem, passing In alienee the fact 
lliot there is an approximate 
military parity In Europe. The 
general has actually presented 
America's European allies wills 
an ultimatum by saying thdt 
either they go In for a massive 
build-up In conventional weap- 
ons. or Ihere would be an all- 
out nuclear conflagration. 


the West and other actions by 
the Imperialist forces which vio- 
late the right ol nations to 
choose fhefr own economic, po- 
litical social and cultural sys- 
tems; foist on sovarotgn states 
alien rules by use of force and 
aggression as wall as various 
forms of Interference In their In- 
ternal affairs. 

All this, the report emphasizes, 
does tremendous harm to de- 
veloping nations. They have In- 
curred unprecedented debts (In 
1984 year alone they owed 
Western nations and banks over 
100 billion dollars, mainly 
through loan outstandings— 
Yu. K.). Industrial output In most 
"third world" nations Is declin- 
ing, to are thalr per capita In- 
comes. 

As a result billions of peoples 
on this planet are fn dire need, 
800 million people suffer from 
hunger and malnutrition, hund- 
reds ol millions gel no medical 
care and are deprived ol educa- 
tion. 

Fortunately, the developing 
countries themselves and the 
broad world public are growing 
ever more Indignant over this 
neocolonlallst policy and are 
offering H Increasingly stronger 
and coordinated resistance. One 
graphic Indication of It are the 
latest Initiatives ot Ihe non- 
aligned end socialist nations at 
the UN on curbing the activities 
of Imperialist forces and .theb 
henchmen — the ; aggressive 
regimes of South Africa and . is* 
reel — and on halting arms race 
and the economic plunder ot 
young Independent Stiles.

Us automatic equipment en- 
sures an accurate tracking ol the 
sun by the heltostat and tbe Dux 
of radiant energy, relleded firm 
It, gets Into the bowl of the con- 
centrator suspended on a 30-met- 
ro metallic tower. The iuio 
"melting shop" Is located in the 
focus of the giant parabolic mir- 
ror. By concentrating solar radia- 
tion one can obtain on it hjgb 
energy densities capable of beat- 
ing at a speed of up to BOO deg- 
rees per second.

The first microdistrict In Ash- 
khabad with multistorey houses 
has been built In the heart of 
this capital of Turkmenia, one 
of the Soviet Central Aslan re- 
publics. This district Is experi- 
mental in many respects: not so 
long ago to build dwellings with 
more than four stories In Ash- 
khabad was out of the question; 
the city lies in tho zone of blgii 
seismic activity. 


The construction of multisto- 
rey houses became possible 
thanks to the making of tha 
seismic map of Ashkhabad, 
which determined the capability 
of the ground to withstand sub- 
soil tremors In different areas of 
the city.

OCEAN DETERMINES WEATHER? 

Weather formation Is considerably Influenced by pro- 
cesses taking place n ol In the atmosphere over l he 
land mass or oceans but by those directly occurring In 
the ocean tiscll, writes Alexander Kazantsev, Candidate 
of Sciences fFfiys/cs and Technology!, in the VOZ- 
DUSIINY TRANSPORT newspaper. Discovered there are 
synoptical eddies — peculiar gigantic vortexes several 
hundreds ol kilometres In diameter. The tlaw of water 
la them Is relatively slow, and flits Is why they re- 
mained unnoticed lor a long time. The World Ocean 
covers (wo-thtrds ol our planet and Its surface In turn 
consists ol synoptical eddies moving vast masses of 
water. Water Is known lo be 6 good accumulator ol 
heal or cold. The ocaan gels warmer slower than the 
land mass, but ll cools down slower, too. 

While In the otr eddy processes live only days or 
even hours, In fhc ocean such processes last lor months. 
Knowing Iho behaviour ol processes In the depths of 
the ocean and on Its surface, and the way they Interact 
with the processes In Iho air, we may accurately pre- 
dict Iho weather lor months ahead.
